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,J5y (Original) The composition of matter of claim 1 , wherein the composition decomposes at 
a temperature range from about 100 to 120 C C after exposure to ultraviolet (UV) radiation. 

(Original) The composition of matter of claim 1 , wherein the composition acts as an 
adhesive. 

(Original) The composition of matter of claim 1 , wherein the composition is a positive 
tone sacrificial material.

triphenylsulfonium bis(perfluoromethanesulfonyl) imide (TPS-N1), di-(p-t-butyl)
